A news-story produced under 
difficulties 


R. FRANK FITZPATRICK’S story of the 
American Dental Association’s Detroit meet- 
ing begins on the next page. 

It took quick stepping to present so complete 
an account in this issue. The meeting ended just 
as we started to print this number. As Dr. Fitz- 
patrick struck the first key of his typewriter, the 
first forms closed. Part of the book was on the 
press as the manuscript reached the typesetting 
machines. 

At 8:45 in the morning of November 14th, here 
in Pittsburgh, the operators who were setting. the 
following pages were driven from their machines 
by the great gas tank explosion which partially 
wrecked the printing plant and the ORAL HY- 
GIENE publication offices in the same building. 

The tanks, located one short block from the 
building, spread devastation and death through- 
out the district surrounding our offices. 

Miraculously the building resisted the force of 
the blast to an extent which prevented loss of life 
and while material damage was great, our folks 
are thankful to be alive.

Lively Interest 


The Sixty-ninth Annual Ses- 
sion of the American Dental 
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Association differed from an- 
nual sessions of the social sodal- 
ities in that the appeal was pri- 
marily to the cerebrum, with- 
out, however, overlooking the 
physical pleasures. ‘The obvious 
business of the meeting was to 
provide instruction to the den- 
tist in those phases of dentistry 
which are of paramount interest 
to him as an individual practi- 
tioner. ‘To the credit of the pro- 
fession, let it be said that dur- 
ing the entire proceedings the 
members manifested an interest 
in the sessions, highly creditable 
to any body of students. They 
displayed a. desire to acquire 
knowledge, worthy of the high- 
est type of intellect. From these 
sessions it is doubtful if a single 
individual failed to obtain some 
practical benefit. 


Pursuit of Knowledge 


Show me a man who will 
stand for an hour or more in 
the rear of a darkened hall, hot 
and tired, crowded against his 
neighbor by fifty other devotees 
of learning, straining to hear 
the lecturer or to view his illus- 
trations on the screen, and all 
this because he sincerely wishes 
to advance his knowledge of his 
work and I will show you a 
man who would be an ornament 
to any profession. And this hap- 
pened in Detroit not once or 
twice, but at every session and 
at almost every lecture or 
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clinic. ‘To such earnestness in 
the pursuit of knowledge, I pay 
my humble tribute. 


A '7-Ring Circus 

In a gathering so vast and so 
diversified, it is impossible to 
attend lectures or view clinics 
in all the branches of dentistry. 
Clearly, where one is a spectator 
at a seven-ring circus, one will 
see more by concentrating on 
one ring than by attempting to 
view all. Despite the fact that 
it is physically impossible to at- 
tend all the lectures, it is quite 
easy to grasp the relationship 
between the subjects. One 
awakes again to a synthesis of 
the whole and takes a proper 
pride in that co-ordinated sys- 
tem of investigation of all the 
vital functions of the human 
body and their influence, par- 
ticularly on the teeth and jaws 
which we summarize in the 
word dentistry. As a dentist 
gains in knowledge, it is seen 
that though he confines his 
practical work to the mouth, 
the investigation of the causes 
of disease of the oral cavity 
must be pursued in the entire 
body. It is not enough to under- 
stand something of the effect of 
improper diet in dental caries; 
one must also understand some- 
thing of the effect of dental 
caries upon diet.

Vanished Days 

Gone are the days when we 
conceived that we had done our 
full professional duty when we 
had inserted a filling or manu- 
factured a denture. No longer 
may we believe of dentistry that 
it is a science concerned only 
with the restoration of lost mas- 
ticatory function. Today, we 
have come to realize that our 
work is but a part of a larger 
whole; that our primary object 
is to restore the patient to 
health and not merely to re- 
habilitate his teeth. 

The annual conventions of 
the American Dental Associa- 
tion stress this point ever more 
insistently, and the Detroit con- 
vention, October 24th-28th, did 
not deviate from the rule. It 
dominates all lectures and all 
clinics; it becomes at last an 
element of our consciousness 
and we have emerged from our 
dependence on creeds and dog- 
ma onto the pathway of science. 
We lose the passionate earnest- 
ness of conviction based on 
nothing more substantial than 
a personal habit, such as the

habit of making removable 
bridges, and gain in return the 
ability to select a fact solely on 
the evidence. 


A Part of Medicine 


Dentistry, then, is. a part of 
the practice of medicine. Let the 
isolationists howl as they will, 


the fact cannot be ignored. Nor 


can dentists continue to be 
mechanics and keep pace with 
their colleagues. The dentist to- 
day is a specialist in the practice 
of medicine, just as the oculist 
is, or the pediatrician. ‘This is a 
revolutionary concept in den- 
tistry. It has developed slowly 
in the past ten years and indeed 
is even yet unknown to a large 
number of practitioners. Cer- 
tainly the layman is totally un- 
familiar with it and a large 
body of physicians refuse. to 
acknowledge it. But regardless 
of its unfamiliarity to the gen- 
eral or its inadmissability to the 
physician the thing remains as 
palpable a fact as a sore thumb. 


The Arc of the Circle 


In analyzing the value of the 





Detroit convention, I believe it 
is but fair to place as of prime 
importance the recognition of 
this status of dentistry, though 
the acknowledgment of it was 
but tacit. True it was not men- 
tioned, or at least not too much, 
but it was accepted as estab- 
lished and the business of the 
convention moved on. that 
premise. Papers were read and 
discussed, clinics were given and 
discussed, ideas. were exchanged 
always, it seemed to me, on the 
basis that having done thus and 
thus we had completed only the 
arc of a circle and that the bal- 
ance, if any, was then to be 
completed by other workers in 


other fields. 
No Longer Shy 


I do not here state that never 
before the recent convention has 
the real status of dentistry as a 
department of the practice of 
medicine been recognized. De- 
troit did not differ from other 
conventions in offering a revo- 
lutionary idea to the profession 
and the public. The change has 
come about gradually, but De- 
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troit marked a period in which 
the fact was accepted without 
embarrassment. There was no 
hesitancy, no apology. The role 
had always been-ours but here- 
tofore we had been diffident 
and shy. Previously we had felt 
that if we had admitted com- 
plete identity with medicine, we 
were assuming a burden which 
might, perhaps, overtax our 
capacity to fill, At Detroit we 
boldly assumed it without fear 
and without difidence. We 
knew that we could do our part 
and while we recognize that 
many, many problems remain 
to be solved, we lack neither 
the men nor the ability to ulti- 
mately solve them. On our suc- 
cess or failure in the solution 
of our problems will depend the 
position which dentistry will 
hold as a separate profession. 


All-Star Cast 


In discussing the scientific 
sections one is likely to become 
incoherent. No dental conven- 
tion ever assembled a greater or 
more appealing all-star cast. 
The essayists were all notable 
men, undisputed leaders in their 
fields, capable, confident and 
anxious to be of service to their 
hearers; and yet so richly en- 
dowed is the profession with 
men of the highest calibre, that 
each had to be limited to a spe- 
cified time, that other equally 
capable men might also have an 
opportunity to instruct the 


members of the section. The 
feast was too opulent, rather 
than too meagre. No one per- 
son could see and hear all that 


he. wished to see and hear, for 
while he listened to a highly 
interesting paper in the section 
devoted to full denture pros- 
thesis, he was missing another, 
which he equally desired to hear 
in the section devoted to ortho- 
dontia and _ periodontia. He 
must make a choice, and while 
it was hardly possible for him 
to choose -wrongly, he could not 
be sure that he might not have 
gained even more by hearing 
the other paper. If he attempt- 
ed to compromise and hear part 
of each, he was almost sure to 
lose more than had he missed 
but one entirely.

hese I had marked on my 
program, but needless to say I 
did not hear them all. I did 
hear Dr. Cottrell and Dr. Win- 
ter, Dr. Hartzell and Dr. 
Tishler, but the others I was 
compelled regretfully to aban- 
don. In every session it was the 
same. Like a child spending a 
penny for a stick of candy, -I 
would pause before the wares 
offered to me, and when I had 
finally in sheer desperation made 
a choice, I was never free from 
the thought, that perhaps the 
one I had left behind had the 
better flavor after all. 


Must Miss Something 


One’s regret at missing a cer- 
tain paper was tempered of 
course by the knowledge that it 
would, sooner or: later, appear 
in print. But though a scientific 
article be published with every 
illustration used by the essayist, 
it loses something of its clarity 
and much of its interest where 
the actual personality of the 
author is sublimated in printers’ 
ink, There is nothing to be done 
about it; it is simply impossible 
to correct the condition. No one 
would suggest that the subjects 
covered in the annual meeting 
be restricted and a schedule ar- 
ranged which would permit 
every dentist to hear every pa- 
per. Such a plan would cause 
. the convention to drag on for 
weeks. One simply must choose 
with what wisdom one can, 
sure at least that the subject is 
important and its presentation 





sound. Those papers which one 
misses must be left for a later 
day. 


The Genera] Practitioner 


I am dealing here with the 
convention from the standpoint 
of the general practitioner. Ob- 
viously, the specialist is con- 
fronted with no such dilemma. 
His field is covered in the sec- 
tion devoted to the particular 
study in which he is interested. 
A prosthetist for example can 
spend his time in the section de- 
voted to Full Denture Pros- 
thesis. Occasionally he can select 
an attractive program in the 
section devoted to Partial’ Den- 
ture Prosthesis and he will have 
covered everything of interest 
to him. The same is true of the 
orthodontist, the oral surgeon, 
the periodontist. Each may con- 
fine himself to the section de- 
voted to his interests and he 
need not worry about the re- 
mainder of the program. But 
the general practitioner has no 
such simple solution of his 
needs, and he must arrange his 
personal program with consid- 
erable care. That he succeeds to 
his own satisfaction is perhaps 
to be ascribed to the general ex- 
cellence of the entire program 
rather than to any fine discrim- 
ination on his part. 


Nothing Static 
Naturally it is all exciting. 
In a profession in which noth- 
ing is established except the nec- 
essity for further research, there 
is bound to be a considerable 
variation in opinion. Methods

the individual essayists; nay, as 
the individual members. Every- 
‘thing is fluid; nothing is static. 
One -can find champions of al- 
most every conceivable system 
of taking impressions, or ex- 
tracting teeth, or constructing 
bridges. The diversity of 
thought is provocative. One is 
continually forced to consider 
a variation of his pet practices, 
to review them in the light of 
the new exposition demon- 
strated before his eyes. If at 
nine a. m. he receives solemn 
confirmation of his practice of 
conserving pulpless teeth in a 
paper by Dr. J. J. Mofhit of 
Harrisburg, Pa., at ten he will 
be most vigorously challenged 
by Dr. Weston A: Price of 
Cleveland. On Wednesday he 
may listen to a paper by Dr. C. 
J. Stansbery of Seattle on “The 
Futility of the Face-Bow”: on 
Friday he may attend a clinic 
by Dr. C. A. Mathis of Louis- 
ville entitled, ““The Importance 
of the Face Bow in All Metal 
Adjustable Articulators.” 


Cause for Rejoicing 


The divergence of opinion is 
cause for rejoicing. Conformity 
is not necessarily an indication 
that a given problem is settled ; 
it may rather indicate that little 
thought has been given to it. 

Gonsider the belief of the 
Crusader who thought that the 
earth was flat, or the modern 
garage man who believes that 
all Bolshevists have whiskers. 
That we have no settled prac- 
tices or beliefs in our profession 


is the plainest evidence that our — 
problems are still receiving © 
thought. When the day comes 
that the dental profession en- 
dorses any system of technique 
as the orthodox one, we shall 
have ceased to be a scientific 
profession and have become logi- 
cians. The more violently op- 
posed the ideas of treatment, 
the more intense the interest of 
the profession. The _pulpless 
tooth has been a bone of con- 
tention for many years and de- 
bate becomes more furious as 
the years go on. ‘Fhese emotions 


. are on view in the forum, but 


in the laboratory and in the 
clinic reason alone is the only 
mentor. Perhaps some few are 
so blinded by prejudice as to 
ignore evidence which happens 
to conflict with a fixed belief, 
but in the main our men have 
the scientific attitude, they are | 
concerned only with establish- | 
ing the truth, and no personal © 
belief is permitted to influence 
their search. Few are so rash as © 
to state categorically that any | 
procedure other than the one © 
they advocate is wrong and is — 
bound to result in failure. What ~ 
they actually say is: ‘“‘My re- © 
search or my experience tends © 
to prove that the method I ad- | 
vocate will generally produce ~ 
better results than any other | 
known to me.” Actually this > 
declaration means: “I am learn- 7 
ing and I give to you the benefit © 
of my experience. Add it to © 
your own, if you can, and I be- 7 
lieve the result will be of benefit © 
to you.” :

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Diet and Teeth and Thee

HE age of prevention in 

most things is here. Espe- 

cially are we interested in 
preventing diseases of all kinds. 
I am here to interest you in pre- 
ventive dentistry which is real- 
ly to interest you in the pre- 
vention of many serious diseases. 
Bad teeth, and you or your chil- 
dren need never to have bad 
teeth, are the cause of many dis- 
eases. Gout, rheumatism, heart 
trouble, kidney trouble, stomach 
trouble, and practically all sys- 
temic diseases have their origin 
in the oral cavity. Did you know 
that ninety per cent of all deaths 
are from diseases that have their 
beginning in the mouth, nose 
and throat? 

The Bureau of Dental Health 
was created in April of this 
year, by merging the Oral Hy- 
giene Department of the Ken- 
tucky State Dental Association 
with the State Board of Health. 
Our funds, which are given half 
by the State Dental Association 
and half by the State Board of 
Health, are used for educational 
work only. There are no salaries 
paid any of the workers. 

I am interested in the youth 
of our State, just as you, as 
mothers and teachers are inter- 
ested. We must give them the 
knowledge of our experience to 
keep them from errors we made. 
Vaccination was just beginning 
to be known when many of us 


were young, but we soon learned 
it prevented smallpox. Preven- 
tion in dentistry is little known. 
All dental disorders are pre- 
ventable. If you will but lend 
your aid we need not suffer the 
ravages of diseases bad teeth 
cause. We, ourselves, I am sorry 
to say, are at the place in life 
where most of our dentistry 
must be in the nature of a re- 
pair, or to restore damage al- 
ready done. Had I come to you 
when you were children and 
told you it was not necessary to 
have dental disorders, and how 
to prevent having toothache, py- 
orrhea, false teeth, crowns, etc., 
I would have helped you direct- 
ly. The children of today and 
tomorrow. are the ones we can 
really help, and I ask you as 
parents and teachers to lend 
your aid and help prevent the 
coming generation from having 
poor health from bad teeth. 
There are only two things 
you must necessarily do to have 
good teeth. One is to diet prop- 
erly, the other is to keep your 
teeth clean. In this day we are 
.inclined to eat soft, sticky, 
cooked foods, and not being of 
coarse texture they adhere to the 
rough surfaces of the teeth and 
in between the teeth. Improper 
cleanliness follows, the food de- 
cays, forms an acid that soon 
eats into the enamel surround- 
ing the tooth, decay sets in and 
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“The children of today and 
tomorrow are the ones 
we can really help,’ Dr. 
Keene told the school 
teachers in this address 
which is a splendid exam- 
ple of what public-spirited 
dentists are doing to 
spread the “gospel of oral 
hygiene.” 








the tooth becomes a menace to 
health, We should eat coarse 
food, hard breads, toast, raw 
vegetables and refrain from eat- 
ing so much candy, pastry and 
sweets. : 

The diet of the child should 
begin with the pregnant mother. 
She must furnish the necessary 
foods that build both bone and 
body. The teeth begin to form 
by the third month of pre-natal 
life. The first set of baby teeth 
are inside the jaws at birth and 
their crowns are almost com- 
pletely calcified. By the time 
the first tooth appears the 
enamel on all of them should 
be completely formed. This 
makes diet a vital necessity. 
From infancy until at least six- 
teen years of age, a balanced diet 
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should be urged for every child. 
Milk is superior to any other 
one food. Every pregnant. 
mother and every child until at 
least sixteen years old should 
drink one quart of milk daily. 
Milk is rich in lime and easily 
assimilated. 

Diet for the child from two 
to six years of age should con- 
tain two leafy and one other 
vegetable daily. Raw fruit or 
fruit juice daily. Butter, hard 
cereals, whole wheat bread and 
only natural sugars as brown 
sugar, dates, raisins, honey or 
syrup. No candy or refined 
sugar. For the child from six to — 
sixteen years two vegetables of 
leafy nature; two others, raw 
salads, raw vegetables and hard | 
cereals. Whole wheat bread and 
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toast are both nourishing and 
stimulating. They exercise the 
teeth and polish them, the exer- 
cise stimulates the blood vessels 
that feed the teeth and gums. 
Eat meat, fish or eggs as physi- 
cian directs. Use no refined 
sweets or pastries. Use plenty of 
butter and drink six glasses of 
water daily. Fresh and raw fruit 
should be taken daily and when- 
ever possible eaten unpared. 
The unhealthy results of bad 
teeth and the pain they cause is 
bad enough and we wish to abol- 
ish all that, but we are also 
interested in preventive den- 
tistry from the angle of the tax- 
payer. Do you know that in re- 
cent surveys we have found it 
costs from twenty-five dollars to 
forty dollars per child to educate 
them in the grammar grades and 
from two hundred dollars to 
two hundred and twenty-five 
dollars per child to educate them 
in high schools? Another survey 
also informs us that the general 
average of pupils who fail yearly 
is forty per cent. Most failing 
is due to absence and absences 
are usually through illness. Since 
eighty per cent of children’s ill- 
nesses are caused from diseases 
of the mouth, nose and throat, 
one easily sees how important 
this issue is. The mouth is the 
gateway to the body. Would you 
allow any child to eat food that 
had been ground in a food chop- 
per that had not been washed 
in days, or would you let any 
child put an abscess filled with 
pus into his mouth? No, you 
would not, and yet how many 
of your children have unclean 


mouths filled with teeth rotten 
with decay? 

Preventive - dentistry is of 
value to the taxpayer. California 
spent four million dollars to re- 
educate sixty thousand of her 


pupils who failed to make their 


grades. Minneapolis spent five 
hundred and forty-five thousand 
dollars on fourteen per cent of 
her failing pupils. Virginia sur- 
veys show eighty-five per cent of 
her children with ‘bad teeth. 
Peoria, IIl., found it cost the 
taxpayer there forty-two dollars 
and seventy-five cents per child 
for repeaters to make the grade 
the second time. In one school 
alone out of three hundred and 
eighty failing pupils, thirty-eight 
were failing because of bad den- 
tal disorders. It cost one thou- 
sand six hundred and twenty- 
four dollars and fifty cents to 
re-educate that number. 
Preventive dentistry should 
begin when the child is born, 
but since so many children can- 
not be reached at that time, the 
practical way of improving the 
standard of dental health is in 
the schools. Here the child un- 
able financially to pay has an 
equal chance with the one who 
is able. Here every child can be 
taught the habit of mouth clean- 
liness, the proper way to brush 
teeth, the value of teeth and 
their relation to good health. 
Free clinics can be established 
and one does not need an outlay 
of money. In Owensboro we be- 
gan this work and had free 
school examinations once each 
year. There were twelve den- 
tists who gave one _ half-day 
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weekly in rotation, furnishing 
the material needed that day to 
the work, and the child unable 
to pay for needed work was 
taken care of. Instructions 
through educational pamphlets 
on brushing teeth, and their 
value to health was given 
through the teachers and lec- 
tures. You would be surprised 
what a difference six months 
made. In sixty-three towns these 
free clinics were established and 
many more will grow this year. 
Every one co-operated and par- 


dental disorder their children 
might have. Teachers reported 
the health habits of many chil- 
dren were changed and after 
some had had teeth repaired a 
better interest in their studies 
was shown and better grades 
were made.

said that a large number of the 
inmates of asylums are there be- 
cause of bad teeth. Their bodies 
have been poisoned and their 
minds have weakened as a re- 
sult. 

Dentistry in the last few years 
has been a science of repairing, 
but the time has come when the 
public demands more. Repair 
will never change the increasing 
damage. Education and preven- 
tion will. If the dental health 
of our school children is taken 
care of during the first four: 
grades, in eight or ten years our 
high school pupils would have 
clean mouths and good teeth. 

We suffer from toothache and 
the diseases that bad teeth bring 
because we failed to keep our 
mouths clean or because we did 
not eat the proper foods. Let us 
use our intelligence and efforts 
to correct mistakes we made. A 
clean mouth is a great factor in 
good health.

Can you imagine a better plan 
for the average man than to save 
ten shares every six months? At 
the end of the eleventh year one 
thousand dollars is paid you 
every six months—out of this 
you pay back $666.00 to keep 
your stock in force and retain 
$333.00 as profit.

N the various fields of in- 
dustrial activity, research is 
being accelerated not only 
by large financial appropriations 
but also. by engaging the most 
talented brains and placing every 
possible aid at their service. The 
results we know by corporation 
announcements in our news- 
papers and periodicals. Business 
has thereby been increased and 
earnings enlarged. 

Dental research has been in 
operation for considerable time, 
through the A.D.A. and affli- 
ated organizations and by in- 
dividuals, as well as by corpora- 
tions whose products are main- 
ly dental.

need for a material similar to 
rubber, having the same proper- 
ties and capable of the same 
uses, but which could be used 
in repairs without vulcanization, 
enabling the practitioner. to 
make the latter quickly and ac- 
curately. 

The word impossible we have 
noted to be quite unstable and 
misleading in industrial fields 
and so we treat it in reference 
to dental surgery. 

Then there is the urgent need 
of a porcelain that will not have 
to be baked to be capable of 
withstanding even undue stress 
with the minimum of sacrifice 
of tooth structure to give reten- 
tion. The first real step has been 
given the profession by means 
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of molds. The next step is porce- 
lain material that when molded, 
no matter at what angle or situ- 
ation, will give translucency, 
strength and service over a long 
period of years. The only way 
to secure this is by research and 
we feel confident that the result 
of such intense work will be suc- 
cessful. 

In the field of removable den- 
tures, the start has been made. 
But “finis” has not been stamped 
thereon. As time passes, this 
form of service, by public de- 
mand, will supplant crown and 


—— 


bridgework. But only when the 
restorations suggested in their 
stead are as serviceable and as 
esthetic. In this phase of den- 
tal surgery we may find our 
next big advance. 

Dental surgery has never been 
in a state of stasis. Active minds 
have swept the cobwebs as fast 
as they appeared. And so may 
be expected future activity, only 
more intensive, with even greater 
results, for the enhancement of 
the practice of dental surgery 
and greater and better service 
to humanity.

public service, can rise promptly 
to its opportunity to become the 
full health-service equivalent of 
an oral specialty of the practice 
of medicine, and will do so in 
good order and without eco- 
nomic waste, as it appears to be 
inclined to do, then few would 
welcome the needless embarrass- 
ments and demoralizations that 
would follow an attempt to de- 
stroy progressive dentistry by 
forcibly including it in conven- 
tional medicine. If however, 
dentistry, as now organized, 
should not wish to become or 
could not develop into the: full 
health service equivalent of an 
oral specialty of medicine, public 
interest would ultimately _re- 
quire the creation of an accred- 
ited specialty of medicine to 
render oral health service in con- 
formity with all of the evident 
necessities of such practice. 

“It should be clearly recog- 
nized that actualities rather than 
labels or symbols are the im- 
portant factors in a considera- 
tion. of-this situation. It is help- 
ful. to recall’ that the term 
‘medicine’ is commonly used to 


signify not only the healing art 
2345 
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in a general, broad, academic 
sense, but also to indicate par- 
ticularly the practice of that part 
of the whole of the healing art 
that is usually taught to persons 
who receive the M.D. degree. 
“The outstanding deficiency of 
the science of dentistry has been 
its inability hitherto, to discover 
methods for the general preven- 
tion of decay of teeth and of 
diseases of the closely adjacent 
tissues. Scientific establishment 
of adequate means to these fun- 
damental ends would revolu- 
tionize the practice of dentistry 
by eliminating the chief present 
occasion for it. Although these 
disorders are among the most 
common of all bodily ailments, 
they have received little atten- 
tion from medicine. Dentistry, 
deeply absorbed in oral mechan- 
ics, and not versed in oral medi- 


cine, has. been baffled by them. 


and, until recently, has been 
content to follow with repairs, 
reconstructions, and _replace- 
ments. The primary cause of 
dental decay and of periodontal 
disease appears to be hidden in 
the biological secrets of the con- 
ditions or processes of dentition, 
nutrition, coordination, or oral 
variability. It seems probable 
that the causative influences, 
whether related to defective den- 
tal development, impaired nu- 
trition, discoordinations, or par- 
ticular conditions of dental en- 
virenment, or to all of them, 
will not be discovered until the 
medical sciences are used effec- 
tively to this end. When den- 
tistry becomes equivalent to an 
oral specialty of medicine, its 


—— 


vision an effort, combined with 
biological understanding and 
aided with methods of enquiry 
of corresponding adequacy, may 
be expected to bring these dental 
maladies into the realm of the 
completely preventable disord- 
ers, if that should not prove to 
be inherently unattainable. Com- 
prehensive and penetrating re- 
search in these relationships is a 
basic need for the universal pro- 
motion of human welfare.” 

Prof. Gies, in giving us this 
report, has been painstaking and 
faithful in the performance of 
his duty. In spirit it reads like 
the slow wind crooning among 
the pines, yet it has a shimmer 
of golden sunlight. After strip- 
ping off a lot of thin veneer we 
find that it touches the vital 
springs of reality. 

Realism comprises the whole 
body of truth—good and bad, 
clean and unclean, wholesome 
and unwholesome. The buzzard 
is real, but so is the mocking 
bird. There are certain subjects 
that may be discussed in the dis- 
secting room, but not with pro- 
priety at the breakfast table. 

To focus on the unpleasant 
things is to give them an impor- 
tance they do not possess, to 
warp the truth, and that, what- 
ever it may be, is not art, nor is 
it realism. The dentist who 
reads.this report, his whole con- 
cern centered in the good of his 
profession and humanity, will be 
able to extract comfort out of 
hard experiences. 

I am perfectly fascinated by 
the idea, “dentistry rising 
promptly to its opportunity, thus 
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becoming the equivalent of an 
oral specialty of medicine”’! 

This is a work in which every 
dentist may bear a share. I 
should hate like sixty to think 
the profession was awaiting an 
excuse to climb down grace- 
fully. 

Ordinary prudence would 
suggest that this report is astraw 
pointing with evidential import 
as to the future of our beloved 
profession. 

A suggestion, perhaps, may be 
ventured, that success in this mo- 
mentous undertaking shall be de- 
termined by the consciousness of 
the fully awakened individual 
considered with reference to 
conditions as they now are, not 
as they might be, and never with 
reference to the judgment of 
others. This insistence of the 
living consciousness may involve 
mistakes, but it is wholly indis- 
pensable. 

Out of every. honest under- 
taking, man always pulls. the 
product of himself multiplied 
into the effort. 

Let us try to stem the flood- 
tide of indictment, lest it might 
lead to things undesirable. 

Let us prove to the world that 
we have earned the right to be 
regarded as a learned profession, 
and demonstrate beyond all pos- 
sibility of contradiction that our 
forebears, Horace H. Hayden 
and Chapin A. Harris, had a 
gallant dream when they con- 
ceived the first dental college in 
the world, securing a charter in 
1839 for the Baltimore College 
of Dental Surgery. 

In no small degree the prog- 


ress of dentistry is due to these 
two illustrious names; thus den- 
tistry has steadily progressed un- 
til today it is recognized by our 
government as Occupying a posi- 
tion of equal rank with the med- 
ical profession, and stands forth 
with a record both in war and 
peace, of which it may well be 
proud. 

This report is a process of dis- 
illusionment. The scales have 
fallen away. We see ourselves 
soberly and know under what 
conditions our powers must act, 
as well as what our powers are. 
It is a process of disillusionment, 
but it disheartens no red-blooded 
dentist. It brings him into a 
light which guides instead of de- 
ceives him, a light which does 
not make the way look cold to 
any man whose eyes are fit for 
use in the,open, but which 
shines wholesomely rather upon 
the obvious path, like the honest 
rays of the frank sun, and makes 
practice both safe and sane. 

We speak often with amuse- 
ment, sometimes with distaste 
and uneasiness, of men who. be- 
lieve in focal infection ; medicine 
believes in it; medicine believes 
in dentistry, do we have a sim- 
ilar faith? 

Adjustment is all that. re- 
mains to be done; no doubt most 
men in practice will come to it 
by a slow process of experience, 
a little at each stage. 

A man who lives only for 
himself has not begun to live—- 
has yet to learn his use, and his 
real pleasure, too, in the world.

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Preliminary Medication 
By THOS. C. BONNEY, D.DS., Aberdeen, §. D. 


RELIMINARY medica- 


tion, or the use of hyp- . 


notics or psychic and meta- 
bolic depressants as adjuncts 
to nitrous oxid-oxygen anes- 
thesia, is a valuable aid under 
certain conditions in anesthesia 
practice. There are types of 
patients impossible to satisfac- 
torily anesthetize with nitrous 
oxid-oxygen alone, and_ for 
whom preliminary medicztion is 
especially indicated. These are 
the extremely nervous, the alco- 
holic, the athletic, the muscular, 
and the over-stimulated types. 
Determined effort to anesthetize 
such individuals without prelim- 
inary medication usually pro- 
duces only struggling and par- 
tially-anesthetized patients on 
whom it is difficult, if not im- 
possible, to operate. If the 
anesthetist for any reason is espe- 
cially persistent, such -patients 
are often dangerously over- 
dosed if, indeed, more serious 
complications do not result. 
The action of all drugs used 
for preliminary medication in 
their therapeutic doses is to low- 
er the perception to external 
stimuli by depressing the sensory 
and intellectual faculties. With 
the correct dose of the hypnotic 
used “the subject is—put into a 


condition favorable to natural 
sleep and also into a condition 
which is conducive to a smooth, 
uneventful narcosis.” 

Preliminary medication quiets 
the fears and increases the con- 
fidence of the extremely nervous 
patient and lessens the amount 
of the anesthetic required. In 
doing so it increases the margin 
of safety uf the anesthetic and 
tends to prevent the occurence 
of symptoms due to overdose. 
In the alcoholic, the athletic, 
the muscular, and the _ over- 
stimulated types, preliminary 
medication removes in_ large 
measure the physical control. 
This makes these patients easier 
to anesthetize as the excitement 
stage is characterized by less ob- 
streperous demonstrations than 
is the case when preliminary 
medication is not used, and the 
operative work can therefore be 
done with less restlessness on the 
part of the patient and without 
need of undue haste on the part 
of the operator. 

There are many hypnotics, 
but the number suitable for use 
as pre-medicants is limited to a 
very few. All of them have their 
draw-backs and none of them 
are entirely free from danger. 
Their promiscuous use should

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be avoided, but where indicated 
they are often of great value 
and they have a definite place in 
the practice of anesthesia. 


The principal drugs that can 
be used as pre-medicants are 
morphine, in combination with 
either atropine or scopolamin; 
chloral hydrate; chloretone; 
paraldehyd ; and those hypnotics 
of the barbituric acid series of 
which veronal (barbital), vero- 
nal-sodium (medinal), veonal, 
allonal, and luminal are the 
most important. The foregoing 
drugs are the ones that will here 
be considered. Luminal is of lit- 
tle practical importance as it is 
too dangerous, and chloral hy- 
drate, and paraldehyd are but 
little used on account of their 
very disagreeable taste. 


Morphine 

Morphine, in combination 
with atropine, is by far the best 
drug available for preliminary 
medication in connection with 
nitrous oxid-oxygen anesthesia. 
Scopolamin (hyosin), while 
therapeutically similar to atro- 
pine is too uncertain in its action 
even with the purest and fresh- 
est product obtainable. Also it 
produces too many unpleasant 
side-effects, especially if the 
drug becomes stale. Atropine, 
therefore, rather than  scopo- 
lamin is to be preferred in com- 
bination with morphine when 
the latter drug is used for pre- 
liminary medication. The hypo- 
dermatic administration of mor- 
phine is perhaps a disadvantage 
in ambulatory cases, but as its 
effects are similar to those of 


other hyponotics which are ad 
ministered by mouth, and 
the amount necessary to produc 
satisfactory results in most c 
is not excessive (¥@ to 1-6 gr.) 
the slight inconvenience of ad 
ministration should not prohibj 
its use when indicated. The u 
of atropine with morphine j 
advisable because it is a respira 
tory stimulant and as such serve 
to offset or correct the depres- 
sent effect of morphine on the 
respiratory center. “Single thera- 
peutic doses of atropine do not 
usually affect the pulse rate ma- 
terially.”’ 

Atropine also decreases th 
flow of saliva which is often 
big advantage in anesthesi 
maintenance and in performin 
oral operations. 


Therapeutic doses of mor- 
phine .. . do not affect the cir- 
culation materially. In man, 
there is generally an (indirect) 
increase in the pulse rate imme- 
diately after injection. This i 
quickly followed by persistent 
moderate slowing, with in- 
creased fulness and force (stim- 
ulation of vagus center) (Note 
rae 

The dose of morphine varies 
from 1/6 to % gr. combined 
with 1/100 gr. of atropine, for 
men, and feom 4 to 1/6 gr. 
combined with 1/150 gr. of 
atropine for women. It should 
be given hypodermatically at 
least one-half hour before opera- 



















_ tion. It should not be forgotten 


that there is considerable varia 
tion in the susceptibility of dif 
ferent individuals to morphine 
Death has been reported from 
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almost unbelievably small doses. 
Sollmann, quoting Lewin, re- 
ports two fatalities in children 
from doses of 1/200 gr. of 
opium. As the dose of opium is 
ten times that of morphine, its 
principle alkaloid, this dose 
would be equivalent to only 
1/2000 gr. of the latter drug. 

Nausea and vomiting are very 
pronounced with some individ- 
uals following the administra- 
tion of morphine, but in doses 
of from 1/12 to % gr. these 
unpleasant side-effects are ex- 
ceptional and seldom _ occur 
from the amount of the drug 
needed for preliminary medica- 
tion in minor oral operations 
under nitrous oxid-oxygen anes- 
thesia. 

As morphine contracts and 
atropine dilates the pupil, it 
would seem that the action of 
one would counter-act the ac- 
tion of the other, and that the 
response of the pupil under gen- 
eral anesthesia when these com- 
bined drugs have been used 
would be practically unchanged 
by them. This statement has 
been made in the past but it is 
not correct. The anesthetist 
must keep in mind the fact that 
with this premedication there is 
much less dilatation of the pupil 
in the stages of deep anesthesia. 
Guedel stresses this by saying 
that when morphine and atro- 
pine have been used for prelim- 
inary medication any dilatation 
of the pupil must be considered 
as a sign of too deep anesthesia. 

Morphine is contra-indicated 
in the extremes of life; in acute 
or sub-acute nephritis; in those 





patients who have an idiosyncra- 
sy; in very weak and feeble pa- 
tients, and in those who have 
any respiratory affection. 

“In the extremes of life, the 
very young, the very old, under 
seven and over seventy, if mor- 
phine is given at all it should 
be administered with very great 
care.” 


Chloral Hydrate 


Chloral hydrate occurs as col- 
orless crystals. It has an acrid, 
bitter, burning taste which is 
not easily disguised, and must be 
administered in a considerable 
amount of liquid to prevent 
nausea and vomiting. It is a 
powerful hypnotic but is not 
analgetic except in very large 
and dangerous doses. Sollmann 
is authority for the statement 
that there is practically no car- 
diac or respiratory depression 
with therapeutic doses of chloral 
hydrate, and Osborne (Note 6) 
thinks that it should be more 
frequently used as an hypnotic. 
It is still considered by many to 
be the best available hypnotic 
when pain is not a factor, but 
owing to fear of possible bad re- 
sults from its use, and because 
of its very disagreeable taste 
which is not easily disguised, 
chloral hydrate has fallen into 
disuse and has largely been re- 
placed by other drugs. It is 
habit forming. In concentrated 
solution it forms the well-known 
“knock-out drops.” 

The dose is 74 grs., given 
in a half-glass full of water. It 
is well administered in carbon- 
ated water and should always 
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be well diluted in order to pre- 

vent gastric irritation and dis- 

tress. Chloral hydrate is contra- 

indicated in the presence of low 

blood pressure, in cardiac weak- 
- mess, and where there is gastric 
- Irritation. 


Chloretone 
(Methaform) 


Chloretone is a white crystal- 
line powder prepared by the ac- 
tion of caustic alkalis on a mix- 
ture of chloroform and acetone. 
It acts similarly to chloral and 
is thought by some authorities 
to be more toxic than the latter. 

The dose is from 5 to 20 grs. 
“Probably the best way to give 
this drug is 5 grs. with 1 glass 
of water every fifteen minutes 
until 15 grs. have been taken. 
The last dose is to be given at 
least thirty minutes before op- 
eration (Note 4).” 

Chloretone is a convenient 
and effective drug for prelimin- 
ary medication where plenty of 
time can be given to get the full 
therapeutic effect. 

It offers no particular advant- 
age over morphine however, ex- 
cept convenience of administra- 
tion. It is depressant in its ac- 
tion and should be used with 
caution in depression of the 
medullary center, and in the 
presence of vascular, cardias, 
renal, pulmonary or gastric dis- 
tress. 


Paraldehyd 


Paraldehyd, a colorless trans- 
parent liquid with a character- 
istic odor and a burning taste, is 
a prompt and powerful hypnotic. 


- peculiar odor on the

With ordinary doses there are 
no after-effects. It is less certain 
and less powerful than chloral, 
but therapeutic doses do not 
tend to depress the heart and 
circulation. 

Paraldehyd produces no anal- 
getic effect. It has a very dis 
agreeable taste, and leaves a 
breath 
which lasts for over twenty-four 
hours. Habit formation is not 
infrequent. This drug can be 
used where chloral is contra- 
indicated or where the time ele- 
ment has to be taken into ac- 
count. The dose is 30 drops, 
given fifteen minutes before op- 
eration. It is best given in iced 
water or tea on account of its 
strong odor and burning taste. 


Drugs of the Barbituric 
Acid Series Barbital 


(Veronal; di-ethyl-barbituric acid) 
Barbital (Veronal), is a 


white crystalline powder and 
has, according to Sollmann, a 
number of distinct advantages 
over the other hypnotics. It is 
more powerful than _ chloral, 
somewhat more analgetic, does 
not produce local irritation, and 
the taste is less disagreeable. 
The margin between the ordin- 
ary therapeutic dose and the 
toxic dose is quite wide, and 
with ordinary doses there is but 
little effect on blood pressure 
and respiration (Notes 2, 6, 7). 
Several cases, however, have 
beenereported of death from col- 
lapse due to paralysis of the 
peripheral blood vessels, from 
doses of 10 to 15 grs. Habit 
has been reported. ‘The dose of 
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barbital is 5 to 10 grs., pre- 
ferably given in some hot liquor 
such as milk or lemonade, about 
one-half hour before operation. 
If more prompt action is de- 
sired the same dose of the 
sodium salt, veronal - sodium 
(Medinal), may be used al- 
though the bitter alkaline taste 
of the latter drug makes it more 
unpleasant to take. In excep- 
tional cases following the ad- 


‘ministration of barbital or its 


sodium salt there is lassitude, 
vertigo, mausea and headache. 
Barbital and medinal are contra- 
indicated in patients suffering 
from depression of the circula- 
tion or respiration. 


Neonal 
(n-Butyl ethyl barbituric acid) 


Neonal is a white crystalline 
powder with a slightly bitter 
bitter taste, available in the 
form of tablets each of which 
contain 142 grs. According to 
Nielsen, Higgins and Spruth 
(Note 5) it is more toxic than 
barbital but less so than allonal 
or luminal; more efficient than 
barbital or luminal though 
slightly less so than allonal. 
These investigators also state 
that its margin of safety is 
wider than that of any of the 
barbituric acid series herein dis- 
cussed (see chart). 

Neonal is readily absorbed 
and promptly eliminated; it 1s 
edative, analgetic, and hypnotic 
in its action and is not narcotic. 
In therapeutic doses it produces 
no appreciable after-effects. It is 
said by some authorities not to 
be habit forming, but this state- 





ment is disputed by others. It is 
not unpleasant to take and un 
not irritate the stomach. 

The dose is 114 to 4% grs., 
best given in some hot liquid 
such as milk, tea or water at 
least thirty minutes before op- 
eration. The contra-indications 
are the same as for barbital. 


Allonal 


Allonal is a yellowish powder 
with a slightly bitter taste, and 
is a very prompt and efficient 
hypnotic. It is available in tablet 
form only, and each tablet con- 
tains 1 grain of allyl-isopropyl 
barbituric acid and 1 2/3 grains 
of amidopyrin (pyramidon). Al- 
lonal is sedative, analgetic and 
hypnotic in its action, and is not 
unpleasant to take. It possesses 
from 4 to 5 times the hypnotic 
efficiency of barbital and in 
therapeutic doses it produces no 
unpleasant after-effects except in 
those patients who have an idio- 
syncrasy for barbituric deriva- 
tives of any form. In such rare 
cases* nausea may occur, or a 
typical rash may appear on the 
skin. Up to the present time no 
cases of addiction have been 
reported and allonal does not 
seem to be habit-forming. 

Allonal has a wide margin of 
safety but “like many other 
drugs, will produce untoward, 
but not harmful symptoms, such 
as vertigo, if injudiciously ad- 
ministered, as, for instance, in 





F. Gudernatsch, of the 
Scientific Department of the Hoffmann- 
La Roche Chemical Works, says that 
since Allonal was introduced four years 
ago, only two cases of a definite idio- 
syncrasy to it have been reported; and 
he further states that their reports run

into the thousands. 
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overdose, in dose too large for 
ambulatory purposes, and in 
cases of idiosyncrasy, always 
found (Note 1).” 

As a pre-medicant, allonal is 
especially indicated for use in 
the high-strung and extremely 
nervous types of patients prior 
to either local or general anes- 
thesia. The dose is one or two 
tablets (22/3 to 5 1/3 grains) 
given with a little water or 
other liquid one-half to. one 
hour before operation. 

On account of its combined 
analgetic and hypnotic action, 
allonal is also of great value in 
all cases where considerable 
pain, pre- or post-operative, is 
present. The initial dose is one 
or two tablets, followed by a 
third tablet in about an hour if 
necessary. “There are no con- 
tra-indic2‘ions for allonal aside 
from an idiosyncrasy (Note 3).” 


Luminal 
(Phenobarbital; Phenlyethyl-barbi- 
turic acid) 

Luminal is used especially in 
epilepsy. Ihe hypnotic and fatal 
doses are very close together 
which makes the margin of safe- 
ty extremely narrow. 

Some authorities protest 
against its use as too dangerous 
because even in therapeutic doses 
it produces severe circulatory 
depression. In view of the fore- 
going it would seem that the use 
of luminal for preliminary medi- 
cation is very limited. Certainly 
there appears but little justifica- 
tion for its use when other and 
safer hypnotics are available. 


Conclusion 
In contra-distinction to mor- 
phine, chloral hydrate, chlore- 
tone, paraldehyd, and hypnotics 
of the barbituric acid series do 


not affect the action of the pupil: 


With these drugs therefore, the 
important pupillary reflexes 
(symptoms) of third and fourth 
stage anesthesia are not masked 
as they are when morphine is 
used. This is of practical im- 
portance and should be remem- 
bered when deciding what drug 
is to be used for preliminary 
medication. 

All hypnotics, regardless of 
their relative safety will, in too 
large doses, produce untoward 
if not dangerous symptoms. The 
personal equation (patients 
idiosyncrasies ) always enters into 
the question of preliminary med- 
ication dosage, and as this per- 
sonal equation can be only more 
or less inaccurately estimated 
varying degrees of reaction are 
to be expected in different in- 
dividuals even with ordinary 
doses of any of the hypnotics. 
Of the drugs herein discussed, 
the doses given are the average 
but departures from these doses 
will occasionally have to be 
made. In the last analysis the 
anesthetist will have to be guid- 
ed largely by the judgment 
gained from previous experience, 
by the amount of hypnosis it is 
desired to produce, and by the 
type of patient to whom prelim- 
inary medication is to be given. 

In this communication no at- 
tempt has been made to present 
an exhaustive discussion of any 
of the hypnotics considered, nor 
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has it been deemed necessary to 
go deeply into the pharmacology 
of the several drugs that have 
been cited as having a place in 
anesthesia practice. Rather it 
has been the writer’s wish to 
call attention to the value of 
preliminary medication under 
certain conditions; to sound a 
warning against the promiscu- 
ous and careless use of hypnotic 


drugs, and to voice a reminder 
that any hypnotic, regardless of 
its relative safety, is not with- 
out some danger if unintelligent- 
ly administered. The literature 
has been freely consulted and 
those authorities to whom thanks 
are due have been mentioned in 
the text, or their names appear 
in the accompanying list of 
references.

Medals for Mouth 
Health 


URING the past five 

years at the Alabama 

Boys’ Industrial School 
at East Lake, Ala., they have 
been holding an annual dental 
contest and awarding prizes to 
the boys who have the cleanest 
teeth. 

These annual dental contests 
were originated in 1923 by Dr. 
H. H. Bryans, visiting dental 
surgeon, and Capt. 
Wiebe, hospital superintendent. 
The contest is conducted in the 
following manner: 

The school is made up of four

hundred and fifty boys (depend- 
ents, delinquents and. neglected 
boys). They are divided into six 
companies of boys. 

One dentist is assigned to each 
company of boys to eliminate all 
boys who have unclean teeth or 
those with fairly clean teeth, un- 
til five boys are left standing 
in the company. Each one of 
these five boys left standing is 
awarded a prize and this gives 
the committee of six dental 
judges, thirty boys in all, from 
which to judge the best five in 
the school from the point of

cleanliness of teeth. This final 
dimination constitutes quite a 
job for the dentists who have to 
bring mouth mirrors and dis-

RAL’ HYGIENE recently 
aided in uncovering an 
ingenious scheme for 
“helping dentists increase their 
practices” by making capital of 
the reputation of the United 
States Public Health Service. 
The information secured by 
OrAat HyGIENE was turned 
over to Mr. Frank W. Brock, 


investigator for the Better 
Business Bureau in New York 
City. 


The New York Sun of Octo- 
‘ber 14th, reported Mr. Brock’s 


findings as follows: 

Mr. Brock has in his possession 
now a sample of the literature sent 
to ambitious dentists all over the 
country under -the letterhead of 
Public Health Service of Loup City, 
Neb., a thriving metropolis of one 
thqusand souls on the banks of the 
Loup River. The name of the owner 
or inventor of this service who 
trades so nimbly upon the name of 
the Government health service does 
not appear in the literature. 


A Dollar Each 


The scheme is a simple one. The 
dentist is advised to “find a neat 
appearing young man or woman 
who is not known in your commu- 
nity.” A dental student is preferred 
for this work. Next he is told to 
have an out-of-town printer prepare 
, questionnaires and membership 


Exploiting the Public 
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cards.. The young man of neat ap- 
pearance. then. makes a_house-to- 
house canvass of the town, introduc- 
ing himself as: “Mr. Jones, repre- 
senting the Public Health Service, 
making a survey of the dental con- 
ditions in this community.” 

The housewife is encouraged to 
fill out questionnaires for herself 
and the other members of her fan- 
ily. The young man thus leads up 
to the subject of a dental clinic in 
the community, telling the house- 


wife that as soon as sufficient in-| 


formation is at hand the Public 
Health Service will establish such a 
clinic and will appoint the “most 
reputable dentist in your commv- 
nity” to take charge of it. 

At this point in the conversation 
the young man produces his men- 
bership cards and tries to collect 
one dollar for every member of the 
family in return for cards that cer- 
tify that each is a “member in good 
standing and is entitled to receive 
all the advantages offered by the 
Public Health Service.” 

These advantages are: 1. Free 
‘prophylactic treatment (cleaning of 
the teeth) twice a year. 2. Free ex 
amination as. often as desired. 
3. Specially reduced prices for den- 
tal work. On the other hand the 
members are informed that all work 
is strictly cash. 


Missionary Pockets 
Half of Fees 


After the representative has col- 
lected the information and the cash 
. for the membership his work i 
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done. He pockets fifty cents out of 









felds. The dentist is then advised, 
in order “to avoid any embarrass- 
ment,” to send the list of members 
tothe Public Health Service at Loup 
° City, and “we, will notify each 
member that you are the dentist 
who is to have charge of the clinic.” 

Dentists eager to rise from the 
ranks are urged to carry through 
this dubious scheme in order to be- 
cme full, time dentists, working 
while their brothers idle at the win- 
dows and watch. the automobile 
eat ap-Birafic in Main street. The genius 
use-t0-B of Loup City has even attended to 
troduc-f uch minor details as fees, and sug- 
Tepre-Boests that dentists who make use of 
eTVice,Rthe plan charge a fee “slightly 
al con- higher thah the average advertiser 
in the city.”

Outwitting Mouth 
Germs

M but not one cent for 

tribute, is a famous bat- 
tle cry that carries a thrill for 
every American. Every school 
boy glories in the opportunity to 
proclaim that manly challenge. 
Had this been our consistent 
stand toward all our foes, what 
a race of supermen we should 
be, but consistency is rather a 
neglected virtue and all must 
pay the price for this neglect. 

In the war that is waged 
against us by the hordes of germ 
armies, our defense is not one of 
which we may. be proud. We 


capitulate without a struggle. 
While our courageous forefath- 
ers thundered, ‘“‘not one cent for 
tribute,’ we cravenly submit to 
the levying of a tribute not only 
of millions of dollars through 
sickness, but also in thousands 
of lives that are needlessly de- 
stroyed through germ infection. 

If we took as much interest 
in the private life of germs as 
we do in the private life of 
prominent people, we should be 
learning some things that would 
prove of real profit to us. Per- 
haps you belong to the group 
that considers it bad taste to pry 
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into the private life of others. 
Please remember that everything 
is fair in war. Germs are waging 
relentless war against you. They 
are tireless soldiers. They work 
day and night. They know no 
truce. They know no _ peace. 
They are not satisfied until they 
“set you.” In planning a cam- 
paign against so relentless a foe, 
remember that your only hope 
of success lies in an efficient “‘in- 
telligence -department.” To 


know the plans and methods of 
your enemy is the key to success- 
ful warfare. 

If you will put your “intel- 
ligence department” to work, it 
will bring you a mighty valuable 
report. Spying on mouth germs 


will prove very profitable to 
your health and to your life. 
It will disclose that the en- 


‘emy has a vast army made up of 


many divisions, all armed to the 
teeth. Some divisions are known 
as tuberculosis germs, others as 
heart disease germs, rheumatism, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, 
pneumonia and a great variety 
of other germs that produce dis- 
ease in different organs of the 
body. 

The main army base for these 
germ battalions is your mouth. 
Every tooth cavity is a recruit- 
ing station. Every unclean tooth 
is a base of supplies. The “gen- 
eral staff” is constantly on the 
lookout for a weak spot in your 
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defense. As soon as your resist- 
ance is lowered, they strike! The 
“general staff’. may order the 
heart disease battalions to at- 
tack your heart. Or they may 
order the tuberculosis divisions 
to strike at your lungs. In either 
case, when they. get through 
with their job, you are through 
with yours. Germs create jobs 
for the doctor, the. dentist, the 
hospital and the undertaker. 
How does the germ travel to 
the heart, to the lungs, to the 
kidneys or to other remote parts 
of the body? That’s easy. You 
provide a nice comfortable rail- 
road system which you place at 
the’ disposal of your mortal en- 
emy. Your blood is the fastest 
railroad system in the world, 
making the round trip in about 
one minute. Just to prove that 
they are grateful for your 
thoughtful consideration of their 
welfare, the germs use your 
bloodstream as their railroad 
which brings them in touch with 
every organ in your body. This 
explains how the germs that are 
in your mouth today may be in 
your heart tomorrow. Once they 
get into your heart or other vital 
organ the mischief is done. __ 
Now that we know something 
of the methods of warfare prac- 
ticed by our deadly enemy, can 
we hope to build up a successful 
defense? Can we outwit the 
germs of the mouth? The an- 
swer must rest with you. War is 
serious business. Only those who 
go at it seriously can hope to 
win. You can outwit mouth 
germs if you learn the habits of 
mouth. germs. : 


ee 


There are billions of all kinds 
of germs in the mouth. They 
are happy in the mouth because 
it is a perfect incubator for germ 
life. Ihe mouth has moisture, 
darkness, warmth and food sup- 
ply. All of these are necessary 
for the growth of germs. They 
are the four indispensable links 
in the life chain of germs. We 
all know that a chain is only as 
strong as its weakest link. In 
our war against germs it is good 
strategy to examine each link in 
the hope of finding a weak spot. 

An examination discloses that 
moisture is a powerful link in 
the life chain of the germ, be- 
Cause it is present in every 
mouth. Warmth is also a strong 
link and cannot be _ removed 
from the mouth of a living 
being. Darkness is native to 
every mouth and therefore is 
also a strong link. The last is 
food supply. Can we find a weak 
spot in this link? The success of 
our war against germs depends 
upon the answer. Napoleon said 
that armies travel on their stom- 
achs. What is true of human 
armies is true of germ armies. 
If we can cut off the food sup- 
ply of the enemy victory is ours. 

The question arises, can it be 
done? If*it can, what would be 
the most effective means of do- 
ing it? I am glad to be able to 
say that it,can be done and | 
will tell you how. You will re- 
call that I told you that every 
unclean tooth surface is a base 
of supplies for germs and that 
every tooth cavity is a recruit- 
ing station. The first thing to do 
is to cut off these enemy supply 
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stations. This means that the 
teth must be kept absolutely 
free from all food particles. This 
can best be done by a thorough 
deansing of the teeth after every 
meal and also the first thing in 
the morning and the very last 
thing at night. You must clean 
your teeth five times a day. Den- 
tal fless should be passed be- 
tween the teeth after every meal. 

Every tooth cavity must be 
properly filled just as soon as the 
enamel has been broken. This is 


very important. It will preserve 
the tooth and prevent germ in- 
fection. As there is no pain in’ 
the early stages of tooth decay, 
it is important that you visit 
your dentist three or four times 
a year for an examination. This 
will prevent small cavities from 
becoming large ones. 

A clean mouth, healthy gums, 
clean teeth and no cavities are 
the best means of outwitting 
mouth germs.

lett side—put the large teeth behind and small ones in front. 
Please send me a price list on your work.”

The statement that the deciduous teeth 
should have the “same care and attention” as 
the permanent teeth is not correct. 

The deciduous teeth should have the care 
that deciduous teeth require, which, in the 
limited time of their usefulness, in the pecul- 
iarity of their normal loss, in their difference 
in structure and in the greater susceptibility 
of the child to infection, is a distinct variation 
from the characteristics of permanent teeth 
and the requirements for their care. 

These “principles” in a general way are 
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all right, but the “high hat” attitude and 
arrogant wording should be changed. You 
don’t. get anywhere by irritating the fellow 
who sends the business even if your resolu- 
tions are, partly true. 

As I look the “Principles Relating to Den: . 
tal Health” over again I think the title should 
be changed to “Principles of Making Ortho- 
dontia Easier for the Orthodontist.” The last 
whereas is too much. It is not up to the 
Orthodontist to notify the dentist where to- 
step. Orthodontia is a part of dentistry, yet, 
and I am inclined to believe will remain a part 
of dentistry in spite of certain efforts made 
to, secede. 

I might suggest to the American Society 
of Orthodontists that they will get a better 
response by a more diplomatic approach to. 
the general practitioner, who is, after all, the 
final arbiter in things dental.

' Science, then, has nothing to 
fe r from Opposite views of a 
subject by men of equally ra- 
tional minds. No one man can 
yather all the evidence; indeed 
while life exists, all the evidence 
cannot be gathered by all men 
wen granting that all were 
b ientists. One gathers his few 
facts and from them attempts 
‘to draw a conclusion; the con- 
‘dusion being a logical sequence 
of the facts gathered. Another 
‘gathers another group of facts 
and draws another equally logi- 
‘cal conclusion. That the con- 
clusions are at times antithetical 
does not mean that either has 
been incapable in his rationaliz- 
ing, but that his evidence has 
not been complete. And because 
our superior men are aware of 
the scantiness of their evidence, 
they hesitate to pronounce dog- 
matic judgments. They offer 
what they have gathered for 
what it is worth, never believ- 
ing that their conclusions are 
the last word on the subject, but 
that the data they have submit- 
ed will be of some value in the 


construction of a larger syn- . 


' thesis. 
A Deserved Tribute 


To such men dentistry owes 
much. For every trained work- 
tr, capable of gathering facts 
by observation, research or ex- 
perience the profession has a 
place and a need of his intellect. 
Every man whose name appears 
on the program of the Detroit 

Convention may be considered 


such a type. Men, being what 
they are, vary in their capabil- 
ities. The work of some one 
man was therefore of more im- 
portance than the work of any 
other, but no human.could say 
who that man is.. Were I the 
greatest living scientist, I could 
not point to any one man at the 
convention and say: “This 
man’s work is of most impor- 
tance to dentistry.”’ Were I the 
greatest living scientist, I should 
be too intelligent, I think, to 
even consider making such a 
judgment. Fortunately,. there is 
no necessity for anyone making 
such a selection. We award no 
Pulitzer prizes, nor most valu- 
able player trophies. We honor 
all men who advance the search 
of truth, curing nothing for 
arbitrary distinctions between 
men, but welcoming all with 
equal favor who have contrib- 
uted some mite to human 
knowledge. And our investiga- 
tors look for no other reward 
than the pleasure they obtain in 
seeking facts and in presenting 
them to hearers capable of un- 
derstanding. Let us assail from 
hell to breakfast the dentist who 
slavishly follows a routine; too 
timid to attempt a new method, 
too indifferent to keep abreast 
of modern technics, too stupid 
to understand the work of more 
intelligent men. But let us not 
forget that in this profession 
are men keenly alive to all that 
is new and who yet find time 
to study and experiment in their 
offices. While such men are at- 
tracted to dentistry we need 
have no fear that the profession 
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will fall behind the onward 
sweep of scientific progress. 


The Listeners 


What of the membership in 
general? How did Dr, Garvey 
of Lancaster and Dr. Phillips 
of Milton react? Did the pro- 
gram arouse the interest of Dr. 
- Heilbron of Cincinnati and Dr. 
Lincoln of Philadelphia? Did 
the men who came from all over 
the country to rest a little, learn 
a little and renew old acquaint- 
ance exhibit an interest in the 
sessions? Let us see. 

The committee in charge of 
arrangements had provided for 
seven main auditoriums, each 
seating an, average of twenty- 
five people. Auditoriums A, B, 
D, and E were almost always 
crowded to utmost capacity. 
Standing in the rear were fifty 
or more bent on ‘hearing the 
speaker. Innumerable others 
would appear at the door, sense 
the futility of attempting to 
gain admittance and reluctantly 
turn away. Auditoriums G, H 
and I in other parts of the 
building did not always attain 
their full capacity, for these 
were devoted to sections of less 
interest to the average attend- 
ant. Yet even these halls had 
their quota of attentive listeners. 
This could only mean one 
thing. ‘The interest of the mem- 
bership was so great that a com- 
mittee, who really believed they 
had provided ample room for 
all, was simply overwhelmed by 
the display. ‘There could be no 
doubt of the fact that the den- 
tists who attended the Detroit 
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convention went there primar. 
ily to increase their knowledge, 
They were willing to go in for 
amusement in spare time, but 
during the sessions they expect- 
ed to obtain practical benefit 
from them and did not care to 
waste valuable time. No tribute 
to a learned profession can be 
greater than this, no higher 
honor paid to an essayist. ‘These 
men really wanted to learn. 


Dentistry and Diet 


Aside from the more mechan- 
ical features embodied in the 
papers and clinics in the tech- 
nical sections, one noticed a ten- 
dency to seek in malnutrition 
the cause of many dental ills. 
The pulpless tooth for a dozen 
years has been of greatest inter- 
est to the profession. in general. 
Today, diet has come to hold a 
place of interest only slightly 
less than that accorded the de- 
vitalized tooth. It emerges into 
every discussion devoted to the 
fundamentals of preventive den- 
tistry. Dr. Henry L. Banzhaf 
did not overlook it in his opening 
address on Tuesday morning, 
October 25th, when he said that 
the dentist shared the respon- 
sibility with the physician of ad- 
vising their patients on the mat- 
ter of diet. Dr. Percy R. Howe 
had a splendid exhibit illustrat- 
ing the effect of diet on the 
teeth and skulls of experimental 
animals. Dr. Weston A. Price 
has done splendid work in cal- 
cium metabolism, But it is need- 
less to go on. Everywhere diet 
as a definite influence on the 
dental’ organs and their sup: 
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Particulars about the awarding of the 
OrAL HYGIENE golf cup will appear in the 
next issue of ORAL HYGIENE. 
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porting tissues was brought to 
the attention of the membership. 
Its predominance could even be 
noted in the reports of the meet- 
ings as published in the préss. 
It is being given a larger share 
of our attention than it has 
ever received in the past; a con- 
dition, it seems to me, which 
will be intensified as research 
continues. Today, the study of 
diet offers the dental profession. 
its outstanding opportunity to 
be of the greatest service to hu- 
manity. 


Dr. King Resigns 

The American Dental Asso- 
ciation accepted with regret the 
resignation of Dr. Otto U. 
King as general.secretary of the 
Association. Dr. King has held 
the position for fourteen years 
and during his successive terms 
of office has seen the Association 
rise from insignificance to its 
present size and importance. To 
him, perhaps more than to any 
other, organized dentistry owes 
its present high position in na- 
tional life. Dr. King has labored 
not only unselfishly, but wisely, 
to promote and foster that 
growth. He returns to private 
practice with the knowledge 
that his work has been well 
done and with the gratitude and 
well wishes of every member of 
the Association. 


Henry's Big Mystery 

The selection of the city of 
Detroit as the scene of the 
Sixty-ninth Annual Meeting of 
the American Dental Associa- 
tion was a happy one from the 
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standpoint of entertainment of 
the delegates and. members, 
Detroit in’ October was the 
theatre in which the ereat 
American mystery was receiy- 
ing its try-out. | refer to the 
new Ford car. Mention the 
new Ford before any Detroiter 
and he would buttonhole you, 
like the ancient mariner, lead 
you around the corner, scan the 
vicinity for spies, wink know- 
ingly and whisper: “It’s built 
like the Lincoln, only smaller, 
has four-wheel brakes, nine 
cylinders, valve in the head 
with an underslung carburetor, 
eighteen bearing crankshaft, 
sliding gear planetary transmis- 
sion, made of duraluminum and 
castile soap, with an_all-steel 
body and safety glass on a 
chassis of the Chevrolet type, 
can be parked under the kitchen 
sink, will do sixty miles on a 
gallon of gas and will be sold 
for $29.98 with redeemable 
coupons.” 

Any subject would be drop- 
ped to discuss Mr. Ford’s prod- 
uct. It was of more interest 
than the ‘Tunney-Dempsey 
fight, or the world series results 
or even than Michigan’s pros- 
pects in football. It was the 
topic of. conversation for all 
groups everywhere. Men dis- 
cussed it in barber shops and 
hotel lobbies and in offices and 
factories. Kids knew all about 
it. Even the ladies would men- 
tion it while engaged in the in- 
tricacies of buying a hat. It was 
a civic mystery and held alone 
the spotlight of public interest. 
The rival candidates for mayor 
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in vain endeavored to attract 
greater attention, but no one 
paid any serious attention to 
their caterwaulings. Even pil- 
grims returning from Windsor 
have been known to relax their 
light-hearted gayety to partic- 
ipate in debates on its various 
features. Lodge brothers, re- 
turning from the obsequies of a 
deceased member, would argue 
with considerable heat on its 
method of lubrication. In brief, 
the plot was good, the action 
sustained and the cast distinct- 
ly all-star.

We en- 
tered now the land of real ro- 
mance with its mystery and its 
allure, the never-never land of 
dreams. The new car. It might 
be waiting at the curb and if it 
weren't some one would be 
there who had the latest rumor. 
He would rehearse every detail 
of the fair creation to you. It 
mattered not that you might not 
want to hear; he was a lover 
and like every lover he found it 
necessary to relate the charm 
of his mistress. 


A.D.A. and Aviation 


As a result of listening to 
Detroiters expound on the new 
Ford car, I am not certain now 
whether Mr. Ford is going to 
manufacture a car like the 
Hispano-Suiza or a bicycle. I 
am certain that Mr. Ford is 
manufacturing airplanes in lim- 
ited quantities, for I went 
through the plant.

The Strange Fluid 


Certain investigators em- 
barked for Canada to study so- 
cial customs in foreign lands.

It would be 
necessary for the novice to re- 
side among these queer people 
for sometime before he could 
be initiated into all the mys- 
teries of social life. It was the 
consensus of opinion that an- 
other expedition should be fitted 
out at a later date to unearth 
all the customs of the people. 
The material would seem to 
warrant the serious efforts of 
trained investigators. 


Detroit on Wheels 


Every Detroiter has an auto- 
mobile. It is as necessary to him 
as a shirt or a shave. Working- 
men in other cities may or may 
not have motors, but in Detroit 
it is almost compulsory. A fam- 
ily is hardly respectable with- 
out one. I imagine a mechanic 
who has not a car slinks home 
at night, a pitiful figure. He 
feels his inferiority, his failure. 
His .family is regarded as 
“strange,” almost foreign. He 
is not a good citizen. But most 
Detroiters are good citizens, 
they have machines. They ride 
out the beautiful roads from the 
city into the country (there are 
no suburbs) enjoying the scen- 
ery, or what have you. 

In a country of splendid 
highways, the Michigan roads 
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are magnificent. Those mem- 
bers of the Association who 
brought their cars had a pleas- 
ant week, for the weather was 
fine during the entire stay and 
the roads were as seductive to 
the motorist as a whistle to a 
cop. Motoring around Detroit 
is distinctly to be classed as en- 
tertainment. 


Research Our Duty 


In summing up the value of 
the Detroit meeting one is com- 
pelled to be platitudinous. One’s 
position is analagous to a book- 
keeper endorsing higher mathe- 
matics. Any justification for re- 
search or study is superfluous 
where it is not actually imperti- 
nent. The recent convention 
needs no apologist, for its re- 
sults are its justification. Pre- 
viously I have pointed out how 
dentistry, today, seeks to shirk 
no burden which may properly 
be placed upon it. It accepts the 
duty to seek out the cause of 
dental disease and to prevent it 
or relieve it insofar as that is 
possible. It does not intend that 
the research necessary to achieve 
this end shall be borne by any 
other group, because of our pro- 
fessional negligence in under- 
taking it. In Detroit there was 
a clear understanding of our 
duty and an unfaltering accept- 
ance of it. It was there brought 
to the consciousness of the en- 
tire membership that remedial 
measures alone, no matter how 
desirable, are not enough. The 
watchward was research and 
more research. In Dr. Weston 
A. Price of Cleveland we have 


a flaming devotee of the neces- 
sity for study. Here is a man 
who is to dentistry what Hux- 
ley was to biological science in 
the last century. He is almost 
too -intolerant of our little 
mechanical triumphs; he jibes 
at our “practical hints.” For 
him the laboratory is a temple 
and it is there that he worships. 
He lashes with a tongue, that 
could clip a hedge,. at smugness 
and cocksureness and dentistry 
by rule-of-thumb. His very pas- 
sion and sincerity are perhaps 
the greatest handicaps to the 
achievement of his desires. Were 
he less impatient with muddle- 
headedness he would not arouse 
the fury of those who believe 
that he is making personal at- 
tacks. His attacks are not di- 
rected at individuals but at 
methods of thinking which are 
based on presumptions, the truth 
of which cannot be demon- 
strated. He is so devoted to 
seeking the truth in facts that 
he will not spare the time to ex- 
plain to those who have not un- 
derstood him, that his concern 
is not for them, nor for himself, 
but for the facts, no matter who 
produces them. 


First Causes 
Dr. Thomas B. Hartzell is 


another protagonist of the mi- 
croscope and the test-tube as the 
principal instruments in our 
search for first causes. He too 
stresses the need for research. 
There are others. Dr. Henry 
L. Banzhaf, while president of 
the association has labored to 
instill the idea of further study

in local groups throughout the 
country. Dr. Percy R. Howe 
of Boston is himself a keen stu- 
dent and his work in diet gives 
evidence of his appreciation of 
the necessity for study in those 
fields which, until recently, re- 
ceived scant attention from our 
profession. Dr. R. H. Volland 
of Iowa City is fully alive to 
our lack of exact data and will 
do all in his power to aid those 
men who are devoting them- 
selves to obtaining it. The list 
could be continued indefinitely. 
Since the Detroit convention it 
is safe to say that every member 
who attended the sessions re- 
turned from there aware of the 
larger sphere which dentistry 
must occupy and investigate. 


Never a Better Meeting 


The scientific sections were 
admirable in every respect. The 
greatest defect was in lack of 
halls. of sufficient size to con- 
tain the members interested. 
The programs were arranged 
with care and Presented with 
promptness. The essayists were 
able and their material well 
presented. The discussions were 
usually keen and trenchant. No 
dental convention ever present- 


ed a better program and none, 
I daresay, was ever attended by 
a more interested audience. 

The selection of Detroit as 
the convention city proved a 
happy one. The city is within 
a day’s ride of the greater part 
of the population of the coun- 
try, and perhaps for this reason 
the attendance was much larger 
than had been anticipated. The 
General Motors Building was 
equally satisfactory as a conven- 
tion site and, had the huge at- 
tendance been foreseen, ample 
accommodation could have been 
provided there to take care of 
all convention business. As it 
was we felt that Detroit had 
“done itself proud.” The com- 
mittees who arranged all the 
details to make the stay of the 
visitor interesting and pleasant 
deserve the highest commenda- 
tion. The officers of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association merited 
the gratitude of the member- 
ship and it was given in full 
measure. But most of all, asa 
result of the meeting in Detroit, 
the American dentist has .come 
to realize that dentistry is 
about to occupy its proper place 
as a great scientific profession 
in the eyes of the world.
